SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The book entitled Brother Stud is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The book is considered to promote and support the use of violence and coercion to 
compel persons to participate in and submit to sexual conduct. It contains three 
descriptions of violence being used to force persons to engage in sexual activity 
against their will. In all cases, the activity is described in a sexually explicit manner 
which is intended to titillate the viewer. The use of violence to compel persons to 
engage in sexual conduct is promoted and supported by this manner of presentation. 
The book is therefore deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act). 

The rights and freedoms contained in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 
(NZBR Act) cannot be applied to this publication. Section 3(2) of the FVPC Act is a 
deeming provision which must take precedence over si4 of the NZBR Act. 
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
